The Oroonoko Tobacco is of a fine Brightneſs, 
between a Straw and Cinnamon Colour, in 
Flavour very like fine new Hay, in Reſpect to 
Weight it is diſtinguiſhed for its Lightneſs ; it 
is at preſent very little uſed, and then moſtly 
by juvenile Smokers. P 

Cnaſter Tobacco is the Growth of the Va- 
rinas lllands: 3 it is generally imported in Rolls 
of about 14 lb. Weight; its Nature is re- 
markable mild, and Flavour peculiarly deli- 
cate; the moſt puny Conſtitution may uſe it 
without any diſagreeable Senſations, and its 
Smell entirely evaporates from the Cloaths in 
leſs than a Quarter of an Hour after uſing;
